stores which advertise sales 
must keep adequate stocks on 
hand to satisfy 
reasonable 


demand, according to a ruling by 
the Federal Trade Commission.

disclaimer 
''not all items 


available in all stores" to avoid 
the ruling, nor will "rain checks" 
issue for later redemption at sale 
prices meet the test. 


Consumers who have ex- 


perienced occasional disap- 
pointment as such sales may 
react to the FTC ruling with 
initial rejoicing. But on second 
thought, the FTC may be doing 
the consumer no favors.

Judge Can't 
Preside Over 
Conway Case

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that C. R. George of Dan- 
ville cannot preside as a spe- 
cial judge over the empaneling 
of a grand jury to investigate 
the fee system under the regu- 
lar judge, Russell C. Roberts of 
Conway. 


The unanimous

Court opinion made permanent 
an order the court previously 
had issued to temporarily sus- 
pend George> plan to proceed 


The Supreme Court suggest- 


ed that an exchange of circuits 
between judges was open as an 
alternate method of selecting a 
judge to preside over the em- 
paneling of a grand jury in 
Pope County to inquire into the 
activities of Roberts. 


The ruling against George had 


been sought by Pros. Atty. Alex 
G. Streett of Russellville. 


The state Supreme Court 


ruled several months ago that 
the fee system practiced under 
Roberts in the 5th Judicial Cir- 
cuit was illegal. 


On Jan. 28, Streett, who had 


taken office recently, asked the 
attorney general to advise the 
procedure for empaneling a 
grand jury to investigate the 
conduct of Roberts. 


Five days later, the attorney 


general replied that research in 
Arkansas law and court cases 
produced no authority for ex- 
changing circuits with another 
circuit judge for the purpose of 
empaneling a grand jury. 


Streett then asked C. R. Huie, 


executive secretary of the Ju- 
dicial Department, in a letter 
dated March 8 to assign a judge 
to Pope County, but Huie replied 
on March 16 that he had no au- 
thority to assign such a judge 
and suggested that Streett file 
a petition with the Supreme 
Court. 


Streett asked the court on 


March 19 to assign a judge to 
the 5th Judicial District, but on 
April 12, the Supreme Court de- 
nied tne petition on grounds that 
Streett first should have made 
application to the trial court. 


That came six days after Rob- 


erts told Reece N. Caudle, clerk 
of Pope County Circuit Court, to 
notify attorneys in the county to 
be in the courthouse at 3 p.m. 
that day. At that meeting on 
April 6, Roberts disqualified 
himself and ordered the regu- 
larly practicing attorneys in 
court for the meeting to elect a 
special judge to empanel and 
empanel and charge a grand 
jury. George was elected.

Fedosseiev disappeared three

But he said Fe- 
dosseiev could have invaluable 
information on the timing of 
any Soviet plans to put men on 
the moon and Mars and on the 
thinking behind Soviet missile 
and antimissile systems.

Dear Dr. Lamb—In your 


newspaper a r t i c l e s you 
stress omitting animal fats 
from our diets. Have you any 
comments on the enclosed 
article reporting vegetable 
fats as a cause of cancer? 


Dear Reader —The dairy 


publication you forwarded 
reports information out of 
context and misleads the 
public. There was a rash of 
similar scare reports about 
the possible relation of poly- 
unsaturated fats to cancer 
and I think they were not in 
the public's interest. 


Let's look at the facts. A 


study was done on only 846 
men', half on regular diets 
and the rest on a diet con- 
taining large amounts of 
polyunsaturated fats. It was 
first reported that 31 men on 
the polyunsaturated diet de- 
veloped cancer, and only 17 
on the regular diet developed 
cancer. 


But wait! A review ot the 


data revealed that nine of 
the men counted on the poly- 
unsaturated diet who de- 
veloped cancer 
had NOT 


stayed on the diet. Now you 
can state the results another 
way. Of the men who stayed 
on the polyunsaturated diet 
only 22 developed cancer 
while in the men on regular 
diets who did not stay on the 
polyunsaturated diet, 26 men 
developed cancer. You could 
just as well say that unless 
you staved on a 
polyun- 


saturated fat diet you would 
be more likely to develop 
cancer and that statement 
would be more valid than the 
publication from the dairy 
association you sent me. 1 
don't think this is so, but it 
shows you what you can do 
with statistics.

fatal heart attacks while the 
other group had 70. People 
have a habit of dying of 
something. If you prevent 
heart disease the 
second 


most common cause of death 
is cancer, so what do you ex- 
pect? As more people live 
to older ages because they 
did not have heart attacks 
there will be more people 
die of cancer unless we lick 
that problem. But in the 
meantime there are large 
numbers of YOUNG Ameri-

Food Stamps

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


director of the food stamp pro- 
gram says tighter local han- 
dling rules have reduced thefts, 
which have topped $1 million 
total in six years. 


"We think the burglaries and 


other theft operations from lo- 
cal offices are definitely taper- 


ing off," James E. Springfield 
said in an interview. "In sev- 
eral cases, thieves have en- 
tered a place and not found any 
stamps because they have been 
removed and put in a vault." 


Springfield said more restric- 


tive measures were put into ef- 
fect over the past year after in- 
vestigators 
found 
situations 


where coupons and "author- 
ization for purchase" cards 
were lying around offices. 
States are accountable for loss- 
es. 


Since the program began na- 


tionally in 1965, more than $1.3 
million in stamps has been sto- 
len. 
Last 
year 
alone, 


Springfield said, the depart- 
ment's 
Food 
and 
Nutrition 


Service billed the states for 
more than $474,000 in losses. 


Springfield also said the de- 


partment has started publishing 
nationally names of store- 
keepers it says violate stamp 
trading rules. Until recently, 
names of such 
storekeepers 


only were released locally. 


"It was started to show that 


the department does, in fact, go 
after these people," Springfield 
said. "And we hope that by 
doing this, it will act as a de- 
terrent to others."

stores a year are disqualified.
